COMMITTEE. 

I  BEG  to  submit  the  following  as  my  Report  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December  191 5. 

GENERAL. 

From  the  opening  of  the  Library  in  June  1890  to  the  31st 
December  191 5  the  total  number  of  books  issued  for  consulta- 
tion and  home  reading  in  the  Library  and  its  branches  was 
20,627,488,  as  follows  : —

REFERENCE  LIBRARY. 

The  number  of  works  consulted  in  19 14  was  84,658.  This 
year  the  number  has  fallen  to  80,009,  a  decrease  of  4,649,  or 
5.4  per  cent. 

HOME  READING. 

The  number  of  books  given  out  for  Home  Reading  in  the 
Central  Library  for  the  year  amounted  to  216,958  against 
229,806  for  last  year,  a  decrease  of  12,848,  or  5.5  per  cent.  In 
the  West  Branch  the  decrease  was  5,679,  or  6.7  per  cent.  ; 
Portobello,  6,303,  or  9.2  per  cent.;  North  Branch,  3,791,  or 
3.8  per  cent.  ;  East  Branch,  8,323,  or  5.4  per  cent  ;  and  Mor- 
ningside Branch,  4,867,  or  5.4  per  cent. 

There  were  increases  in  the  Juvenile  Section  of  1,720  in  the 
Central  Library,  82  in  the  West  Branch,  and  33  in  the  East 
Branch.  There  was  also  an  increase  of  20  in  General  Literature 
in  the  Morningside  Branch.  In  the  Children's  Room  at  the 
West  Branch  64,355  books  were  given  out.  against  70,000  the 
previous  year. 

REVISION  OF  LENDING  LIBRARY. 

In  pursuance  of  the  work  of  revising  the  stock  of  the  Central 
Lending  Library,  reported  upon  in  October,  I  have  to  state

that,  with  the  exception  of  the  sets  of  Magazines,  this  work 
begun  in  March  last,  was  completed  in  December,  and  that 
preparation  of  the  matter  for  the  new  Catalogue  is  being  pro- 
ceeded with.

5,232  vols,  were  circulated  among  the  blind  to  read  at  their 
own  homes,  against  5,111  for  1914, 

I  reported  last  year  that  ten  of  our  male  assistants  had 
enlisted,  and  now  I  have  to  add  that  five  others  have  joined 
the  colours.  There  are  now  only  two  of  military  age  ;  they 
offered  themselves,  but  were  rejected.

I  BEG  to  submit  my  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December 
1916.  From  the  opening  of  the  Library  in  June  1890  to  31st 
December  1916,  21,348,408  works  (many  containing  several 
volumes)  were  issued  for  consultation  and  home  reading.  The 
numbers  for  the  various  departments  are:

REFERENCE  LIBRARY. 

The  works  consulted  in  the  Reference  Library  in  191 5 
numbered  80,009,  but  last  year  the  total  was  only  52,820,  a 
decrease  of  17,189,  largely  the  result  of  the  decrease  of  students 
in  the  citv. 

HOME  READING. 

202,054  books  were  given  out  for  Home  Reading  from  the 
Central  Lending  Department  against  216,950  the  previous  year, 
a  decrease  of  14,896.  The  classes  showing  increases  were 
History  141,  and  books  for  Juveniles  3,522.  In  the  West  Branch 
there  was  an  increase  of  3,675,  Fiction  contributing  448,  and  the 
Juveniles'  Section  3,594.  This  is  quite  independent  of  the  number 
given  out  in  the  Children's  Room.  In  Portobello  there  was 
an  increase  in  all  the  classes  except  those  of  Philosophy  and 
Sociology.  Fiction  showed  an  increase  of  1,534,  Juveniles  1,768, 
and  the  total  increase  was  3,636.  The  North  Branch  had  an 
increase  over  last  year  of  2,373.  The  Juveniles'  Section  increased 
its  output  by  3,762,  but  in  Fiction  there  was  a  decrease  of  810, 
and  in  Science  and  Art  of  337.  In  the  East  Branch  there  is  a 
decrease  of  7,246,  Fiction  being  5,062,  and  Juveniles  1,426  less 
than  last  year.  In  Morningside  there  was  an  increase  of  715 
on  the  whole.  The  increase  in  Novel  reading  there  was  1,188, 
but  there  were  decreases,  in  Religion  116,  History  262,  and 
General  Literature  261.  The  total  Home  Reading,  in  figures, 
was  668,100,  against  679,851  for  the  previous  year,  a  decrease  of 
11,751  or  of  slightly  over  \  l  per  cent.

5,967  books  and  parts  of  magazines  were  circulated  among 
the  blind  for  home  reading.  Of  these,  1,896  were  in  Moon,  and 
the  rest  in  Braille  type.    The  total  number  circulated  in  191 5 

was  5,232. 

ON  ACTIVE  SERVICE. 

Last  year  I  mentioned  in  my  Report  that  fifteen  of  the  staff 
were  serving  the  colours.  The  only  remaining  fit  man  enlisted 
in  May. 

I  regret  to  have  to  report  that  John  Duncan,  who  was  a 
sergeant  in  the  16th  Royal  Scots,  was  killed  on  the  7th  of  April. 
Charles  Mackay  and  George  Wilkie.  who  are  second  lieutenants 
in  the  Seaforth  Highlanders,  have  both  been  wounded  twice,  and 
likewise  Charles  Goodall,  who  is  a  private  in  the  i6th  Royal 
Scots.  Robert  Cochrane,  Royal  Garrison  Artillery,  was  wounded 
and  gassed.  Allan  Lauder,  who  is  a  gunner  in  the  Royal 
Garrison  Artillery  (Lowland)  and  Harry  Wilson,  who  is  a  ser- 
geant in  the  5th  Royal  Scots,  were  both  wounded.

REFERENCE  LIBRARY. 

The  works  consulted  in  the  Reference  Library  were  fewer 
this  year  than  last — 48,632  against  52,820  for  1916,  or  a  decrease 
of  4,188.  The  only  classes  showing  increases  were  those  of 
Useful  Arts,  Philology,  and  Sociology. 

HOME  READING. 

The  Home  Reading  for  last  year,  and  especially  for  the  last 
half  of  it,  is  the  most  satisfactory  since  the  war  broke  out.  The 
Home  Reading  from  the  Central  and  Branch  Libraries  totals 
779,049,  against  668,100  for  1916 — an  increase  of  110,949. 
In  the  Central  Lending  Library  there  is  a  total  increase  over 
last  year  of  30,381,  Fiction  contributing  to  this  8,038,  and 
Juveniles'  Literature  19,474.  Religion,  Philosophy,  and  Poetry 
show  decreases.  The  West  Branch  has  an  increase  of  27,183, 
Fiction  giving  to  this  9,198,  and  Juveniles'  Literature  17,004. 
Like  the  Central,  there  are  small  decreases  in  Religion, 
Philosophy,  and  Poetry,  but  Science  and  Art  and  History 
show  increases  of  419  and  497.  With  decreases  very  similar 
in  Religion,  Philosophy,  and  Poetry,  the  North  Branch  shows 
increases  in  the  other  classes  of  13,936— Fiction  6,845,  an<^ 
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Juveniles'  Rooks  6,613.  The  total  increase  in  tfee  K;'..';t  Branch 
1S  ' 3*837,  of  which  there  are  4,878  to  th<;  ,;-coit  of  Fi.iio,., 
and  7,781  to  that  of  Juveniles'  B6uk&  There  are  ilea eases 
in  Poetry  and  Miscellaneous  Literature.  In  the  -M«  ringside 
Hranch  the  total  increase  was  15,358,  of  which  Fiction  accounts 
for  8,152,  and  Juveniles'  Books  6,057.  There  are  increases  in 
every  class  in  this  Branch.  Portobello  showed  an  increase  of 
10,254,  Fiction  increasing  by  6,287,  and  Juveniles'  books  by 
3,828.  There  was  a  small  decrease  in  History.  Details  will 
be  found  in  the  appended  tables.

REFERENCE  LIBRARY. 

Like  last  year  this  department  shows  a  decrease  of  3,238  in 
the  number  of  works  consulted — 45,394  against  48,632  for  19 17. 

HOME  READING. 

The  number  of  books  given  out  for  Home  Reading  was  the 
largest  since  1907,  which  was  the  second  year  after  the  com- 
pletion of  our  system  of  Branch  Libraries.  Last  Report  showed 
a  large  increase  over  1916,  and  for  191 8  the  increase  was  67,623 — 
the  totals  being  846,672  against  779,049  for  191 7.  In  the  Central 
Library  the  increase  in  home  reading  was  16,117,  of  which  13,779 
were  in  Fiction,  and  2,049  books  for  Juveniles.  Two  classes 
showed  decreases,  Religion  251  and  Science  and  Art  852.  The 
West  Branch  made  the  largest  increase  in  the  year,  17,752, 
Fiction  contributing  to  this  10,056,  and  Juveniles'  books  7,628. 
There  were  decreases  in  Religion,  Sociology,  Poetry,  and  General 
Literature  amounting  to  376.  In  Portobello  there  were  decreases 
in  every  class  amounting  in  all  to  2,429,  but  this  was  caused  by 
the  want  of  a  catalogue,  that  for  this  branch  being  completely 
sold  out.  A  small  catalogue  is  to  be  issued  shortly.  In  the 
North  Branch  there  is  an  increases  of  10,172,  of  which  3,449 


017. /4l 

were  Fiction,  and  Juveniles'  books  6,894.  There  were  small 
decreases  in  Religion,  Philosophy,  Sociology,  and  History  and 
Biography.  The  total  increase  in  the  East  Branch  was  12,496, 
of  which  there  were  6,558  in  Fiction,  and  5,669  in  Juveniles' 
books.  There  were  also  substantial  increases  in  History  and 
General  Literature.  In  Morningside  the  total  increase  was  13,515, 
Fiction  contributing  6,460  to  this,  and  books  for  Juveniles  6,795. 
This  was  the  only  Library  in  which  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
issue  of  books  in  the  class  designated  Religion —  1 1  more  than 
the  previous  year.    For  details  see  pp.  8-14. 

BOOK  STOCK. 

Last  year  shows  the  smallest  number  of  books  added  in  any 
year  of  the  Library's  history.  For  the  second  time,  the  Books 
Sub-Committee  had  last  year  to  curtail  the  sum  estimated  for 
books,  with  the  result  that  only  very  few  books  were  added  to 
the  Branch  Libraries.  Had  the  Committee  been  able  to  add  the 
usual  number  the  increase  in  home  reading  would  have  been 
much  greater.  Particular  attention  was  given  to  the  condition 
of  the  books  during  the  year,  but  the  strain  of  the  intense  reading 
is  telling  upon  the  condition  of  the  stock  in  general.  For 
details  see  pp.  5-7.

TO  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  LIBRARY 
COMMITTEE. 

I  BEG  to  submit  my  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December 
1919.  From  the  opening  of  the  Library  in  June  1890  to  31st 
December  1919,  23,937,376  works  (many  containing  severla 
volumes)  were  issued  for  consultation  and  home  reading.  The

Last  year  (191 8)  there  was  in  this  department  a  decrease  of 
3,238  as  compared  with  1917,  but  in  1919  there  was  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  works  consulted  to  the  extent  of  7,738. 


HOME  READING. 

The  number  of  books  given  out  for  Home  Reading,  though 
less  than  last  year  by  30,583,  was  the  largest  circulation  from 
191 2  to  1917.  The  decrease  on  the  year  largely  resulted  from 
a  decline  in  the  reading  of  Juveniles,  being  in  that  section 
alone  28,440. 

In  Religion,  Philosophy,  Sociology,  Science  and  Art,  and 
General  Literature  there  were  increases,  a  small  decrease  in 
Poetry  and  Drama,  and  decreases  in  Fiction  and  History, 
Biography  and  Travel.
